Ip noticing some of the most prominent passages in Mr.

Mr, Dexmas quoted in contradiction the 
recent case of Miss Gienn ; the perpetual occurrence of 
couspiracies to muke fraudulent bankruptcies, and procure 
goods on fulse pretences; the famous cave of Exizanririt 
CanninG ; and the still more important one of ‘Titus 
Oates. ‘Then follows a home-thrust. “Is it forgotten, 
too,” asks hee Majesty's Counsel, “ that at the same 
period, when the Duke of Yorn (afterwards James li) 
was in doubt whether he should not cast off liis wife, the 
danghter of Lord Cuarenpon, he found, as Gramaowr 
informa us, four of his friends compliant enougl to state, 
withaut aay regard to truth, 9 namber of presumptive acts

Powe.ts and their employers; and as to skulking and 
inhuman’ destroyers who persuade themselves they dre in 
the right, the very logic by which they-arrive at Yhat ac- 
commodating persuasicn may be a part. and a proof of 
their selfishness and briitalny. aS be 
After some observations on the evidence, Mr. Dexwan 
proceeded to’ shew'what very great repscallions may be 
made tse of as Witnesses by “ very respectahle men.” But 
we must content ‘ourselves bere with referring the reader 
fo the passage quoted{rom the: lif¢ of Sir Duptey Norrn.

History has dwelt little on the instruments by which the 
t rant was‘enabled to effect his’ abominable purposes ; for 
vafortunately sovereigns can always find instrumeots for 
the blackest purposes with foo much facility: and the suf- 
ferings and final death of the unfortunate Octavia ere; 
therefore considered the necessary result of the foregone 
conclusion of Nero.” |
